who oppuse the ‘onward march of Zion.”’ 
Sometimes the most bare-faced and 
shameless falsehoods are invented to 
prove that tae enemies of the Mormon 
eburch are already experienceing the in- 
cignatiou and judgment of the Almighty. 
for opposing the progress of the great 
‘latter day wors.” Returned missiona- 
rics have stated, in dave gone by. in sub- 
stance, from the Tabernacle in Salt Lake 
City. that the people of the States had 


very little to eat, that they were in a 


destitute and very nearly famished con- 
dition, that in some localities it was diffi- 
cult to peocare even the common neces- 
saries of life. and 2 deal more of such 
like stuff, which is and was known to 
every man of common sense to be un- 
true. 
But neither prophecies of calamities 
te come, nor fabications of those that do 
not exist, constitnte so effective a weap- 
on fur stimulating the opposition and 
zeal of the membership, as the cry of 
“persecution,” which is constantly rais- 
ed. 

We hear of persecution in Ohio, in 
Missouri, in Illinois, in Utah, every- 
where indeed, where the Mormons have 
been. Persecations in every shape and

with which, those whieh St. Paul states 
were inflicted upon him were merciful 
and mild. The Prophet Joseph was 
slain in Illinois; the Prophet Brigham 
hus been pursued like a beast of prey, 
and thousands yet seek his blood. | 


The Mormons have been hunted and 
driven from place to place. These are 
only a few of the variations with which 
our ears are constantly regaled here, 
and they are offered as illustrations of 
the suilerings to which the faithful have 
been subjected. The object of these 
wailings are palpable to any one at all 
conversant with the acts by which 
shrewd and cunning imposters eontrive 
to cheat their followers. and to keep a- 
live the prejudices and delusions they 
have implanted. They would have them 
believe that ull the rest of the world are 
their enemies, knowing it they can con- 
Grin tpis belief, they have succeeded in 
binding and riveting the fetters which 
they would impose, and that they can 
thereafter use thein as obedient and sub- 
missive tools. 

The definition of the word “persecu- 
tion” differs widely in our mind, from 
the meaning which tkese Leaders con- 
vey to their deluded hearers- Webster 
Bays, persecution, is the inflictment of 
paw, punishment or death on others un- 
justly, particularly for adhering toa re- 
ligious ereed, or mode of worship, either | 
by way of penalty or of compelling them 
to renounce their creeds.

| Employment for “Disabled Soldiers 


Many minds of highest influence are 
now at work throughout the east, oper- 
| ating to securo suitable employment for 
those brave soldiers who are disabled 
and have been honorably discharged. By 
our late exchanges we perceive this sub- 
jact is before the Sanitary Commission, 
and for this end, it has established effices 
in New York, Chicago and elsewhere. 
The object of the offices, as the Tribume 
states, is to bring employers and those 
seeking employment together, and with- 
out charge to either. It is intended as a 
‘rendezvous for returned soldiers, who 
register their names, witha memorand- 
um of the kind of employment they de- 
sire. Those wishing workmen also go 
there to register their applications, siat- 
ing wages and localities. A noble move- 
ment thia, worthy of the patriots and 
philauthropists who favor it. God grant 
success to all such efforts, for the finan- 
cial welfare of war-worn veterans. May 
they find material aid and favor, as lab- 
orers, throughout the Union which they 
labured to perpetuate. No returned 
soldier should be refused the very best 
situations in those ecsllings which he a- 
bandoned for the sake of country. No 
wounded veteran should be so slighted 
as tu feel the touch of want or sigh 
through cold neglect.

There ia no doubt 
but those who have spare thousands of 
capital and strong constitutions, can do 
well decidedly by locating in the re- 
generated citics of Chariteston, Savan- 
nah, and scores of other points down 
south. But, at the same time, it sbonld 
be borne in mind that money is mighty 
scarce as yet in that direction, and that 
the idea of inordinate profits will ex. 
plode with the first month's merchan- 
dising stay in Dixie. The pioneers in 
the newly opened trade may not make 
as much as they expect, (just as pioneers 
in these territories have realized,) but 
those who shall succeed in settling there 
and suffering the consequences, social 
and climatic, will doubtlessly develope 
@ big fortune before another war.
